WASHINGTON (AP) — AT- 
ter struggling for months to 
persuade Americans to get 
the COVID-19 vaccine, U.S.

tions.

The move is being driven by 
both the highly contagious 
variant and preliminary evi- 
dence that the vaccine's 
protective effect © starts 
dropping within months. 
Last week, U.S. health offi- 
cials recommended boost- 
ers for some people with 
weakened immune - sys- 
tems, such as cancer pa- 
tients and organ transplant 
recipients. If the shots are 
expanded as expected to 
other Americans, among 
the first to receive them 
could be health care work- 
ers, nursing home residents 
and other older people. 
Some experts have ex- 
pressed concern that a 
new campaign calling for 
boosters could muddle the 
public health message and 
undercut the continuing 
drive to win over the tens of 
millions of Americans who 
are hesitant to get therr first 
COVID-19 shots. 

Calling for third doses 
could discourage people 
who had been skeptical 
of the shot's effectiveness 
in the first place, Lawrence 
Gostin, a public health spe- 
cialist at Georgetown Uni- 
versity, warned on Tuesday. 
"We have to really make 
sure that while we're soend- 
ing a lot of time and effort 
on third doses that we don't 
Undermine our campaign 
for first vaccinations," he 
said. ‘That's truly the exis- 
tential crisis in the United 
States." 

The booster campaign 
could also cause ill will to- 
ward the United States: 
Global health officials, in- 
cluding the World Health 
Organization, have called 
on wealthier nations to 
hold off on booster shots to 
ensure poor countries have 
enough vaccine for the ini- 
tial doses. 

Dr. Tlaleng Mofokeng, a

effect of “advancing and 
deepening the existing in- 
equities’ when "there are 
people who are yet fo re- 
ceive a single shot." 

But White House press sec- 
retary Jen Psaki said the 
question of whether to dis- 
tribute boosters or helo oth- 
er nations “is a false choice. 
We can do both." 

She said the U.S. is "far and 
away" the biggest con- 
tributor to the global fight 
against COVID-19 and will 
“continue to be the arsenal 
for vaccines’ to the world. 
"We also have enough 
supply, and we have long 
planned for enough sup- 
ply, should a booster be 
needed for the eligible 
population,’ Psaki said. 
Booster shots would only 
begin to be administered 
widely once the U.S. Food 
and Drug Administration 
formally approves the vac- 
cines, which are being dis- 
oensed for now under what 


is Known as emergency use 
authorization. Full approval 
of the Pfizer shot is expect- 
ed in the coming weeks. 
More than 198 million 
Americans have received 
at least one dose of a CO- 
VID-19 vaccine, or 70% of 
those who are eligible, ac- 
cording to the Centers for 
Disease Control and Pre- 
vention. Just under 60% of 
Americans 12 and older 
are fully vaccinated. 

The vaccination drive has 
been slower than the Biden 
administration had hoped 
for. At the same time, the 
variant is spreading ag- 
gressively through unvac- 
cinated communities and 
also causing an increasing 
number of "breakthrough 
infections of fully inoculat- 
ed people. 

Studies show the vaccine 
remains highly protective 
against severe COVID-19, 
but results from Israel re- 
leased last month suggest

its effect wanes. Its effec- 
tiveness against symptom- 
atic infection peaked at 
96% two months after study 
participants got their sec- 
ond dose. By six months, it 
was down to about 84%. 
Israel, which exclusively 
administered the Pfizer 
shot, has been offering a 
booster to people over 50 
to control its delta surge. 
Researchers are still trying 
to understand to what ex- 
tent the breakthrough in- 
fections are due to waning 
immunity or vulnerability to 
the delta variant. 

The new urgency from U.S. 
officials reflects how quick- 
ly the variant has knocked 
the country back on. its 
heels. On July Fourth, Presi- 
dent Joe Biden proclaimed 
that the nation was declar- 
ing Its independence from 
the virus. But since then, 
infections, hospitaliza- 
tions and deaths have in- 
creased nationwide, over- 
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loading emergency rooms 
across parts of the South 
and West. 

On Monday, Pfizer and its 
partner BioNTech submit- 
ted data to the FDA fo sup- 
port authorizing a booster 
shot for the general pub- 
lic. Pfizer said a small study 
showed people who re- 
ceived a third dose had 
higher levels of antibodies 
against several versions of 
the coronavirus, including 
the delta variant. The com- 
pany is working on a larger 
study. 

Dr. William Moss of Johns 
Hopkins University said more 
data Is needed on whether 
waning antibody — levels 
lead to hospitalizations and 
deaths. The antibody re- 
search alone is “insufficient 
to call for booster doses for 
the general population." 
And Dr. Carlos del Rio, a 
orofessor at Emory Univer- 
sity's medical school, said: 
“Our hospitals are not full 
of people who were vac- 
cinated six or eight months 
ago. Our hospitals are full 
of the unvaccinated." 
Americans who received 
the earliest doses of Pfizer's 
vaccine — mainly health 
care workers and nursing 
home residents — are ap- 
proaching the eight-month 
mark from when they re- 
ceived their second dose. 
‘There is a concern that the 
vaccine may start to wane 
in its effectiveness,” the di- 
rector of the National Insti- 
tutes of Health, Dr. Francis 
Collins, said over the week- 
end. "And delta is a nasty 
one for us to try to deal 
with. The combination of 
those two means we may 
need boosters." 

The Pfizer and Moderna 
vaccines are administered 
in two doses. Officials are 
continuing to collect infor- 
mation as well about the 
one-shot Johnson & John- 
son vaccine, which was 
only approved in the USS. 
in late February, to deter- 
mine when to recommend 
boosters.) 
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U.S. agencies scrub websites to protect Afghans left behind

WASHINGTON (AP) — Mul- 
tiole federal agencies that 
operated in Afghanistan 
and worked with Afghan 
citizens have been hastily 
ourging their websites, re- 
moving articles and photos 
that could endanger the 
Afghan civilians who inter- 
acted with them and now 
fear retribution from the Tal- 
iban. 

The online scrubbing cam- 
pdign appeared to begin 
late last week when it be- 
came clear that the Af- 
ghan security forces had 
completely collapsed and 
the Taliban would take 
over the country far faster 
than even the most alarm- 
ist official predictions. The 
concern is that the Tal- 
iban or its supporters would 
search the websites and 
identify Afghans who had 
worked with the Americans 
or merely benefited from 
their services. 

State Department Spokes- 
man Ned Price said the 
department was advising 
personnel to search for and 
remove social media and 
website content featuring 
civilians because the safety 
of Afghan contacts "is of 
Utmost importance” to the 
government. 

"State Department policy 
is to only remove content 
in exceptional — situations 
like this one. In doing so, 
department personnel are 
following records retention 
requirements," Price said. 
The U.S. Agency for Interna- 
tional Develooment said in 
a statement the agencies 
who operated in Afghani- 
stan began clearing the 
websites last Friday — one 
day after the decision was 
made to send U.S. military 
to secure the Kabul airport 
as the capital collapsed. 
"Given the security situation 
in Afghanistan, and out of 
an abundance of caution 
for the safety of our staff, 
partners, and beneficiaries, 
we are reviewing USAID 
public websites and so- 
cial media to archive con- 
tent that could pose a risk 
to certain individuals and 
groups,’ the agency said in 
an email to The Associated 
Press. 

An official with the Agri- 


culture Department said a 
similar scrubbing effort was 
Underway there. That offi- 
cial sooke on condition of 
anonymity because they 
are not cleared fo speak 
on the issue. 

An Associated Press re- 
view of the USDA website 
revealed at least seven 
different links to Afghani- 
stan-related press releases 
or blog posts that, when 
clicked on, defaulted to 
a page declaring "Access 
denied: You are not aqutho- 
rized to access this page." 
While much attention has 
focused on protecting Af- 
ghan interpreters and oth- 
ers who worked with the 
U.S. military, soldiers were 
only a portion of the USS. 
personnel who operated 
in Afghanistan over the last 
two decades. 
Organizations, including 
USAID, elements of the 
Agriculture Department 
and others, began arriv- 
ing in Afghanistan as early 
as 2002, within months of 
the toppling of the previ- 
ous Taliban government, 
focused on developing the 
country's infrastructure, ed- 
ucational and agriculture 
sectors. 

As recently as June, USAID 
announced the U.S. was 
providing more than $266 


million in additional hvu- 
manitarian assistance to 
helo Afghans. Total hv- 


manitarian assistance for 
Afghanistan totaled more 
than $543 million since fis- 
cal year 2020, according to 
the USAID press announce- 
ment. 

The money brought the tfo- 
tal U.S. humanitarian assis- 
tance to nearly $3.9 billion 
since 2002, the release said. 
In some of the now-dis- 
abled Agriculture Depart- 
ment posts viewed by The 
Associated Press, several, 
but not all, contained de- 
tails that would clearly be 
viewed by the Taliban as

RALEIGH, N.C. (AP) — 
Tropical Storm Fred weak- 
ened to a depression and 
soawned several apparent 
tornadoes in Georgia and 
North Carolina on Tues- 
day as it dumped heavy 
rains into the Appalachian 
mountains along a path 
that could cause _ flash 
floods as far north as up- 
state New York. 

One death was reported 
— aLas Vegas man whose 
car hydroplaned near Pan- 
ama City, Florida, Monday 
night and overturned into a 
water-filled ditch, the Flori- 
da Highway Patrol said. 
Fewer than 30,000 custom- 
ers were without Power In 
Florida and Georgia after 
the storm crashed ashore 
late Monday afternoon 
near Cape San Blas in the 
Florida Panhandle.

Historic American church set to integrate its slavery ties

The great contradiction of 
Boston's Old North Church 
is that a site pivotal to the 
freedom of the nation is the 
same place where slave 
owners and traders once

worshiped. 

Now, with a $75,000 grant 
from the National Endow- 
ment for the Humanities 
announced Tuesday, the 
foundation responsible 
for the preservation of the 
church campus and the 


visitor experience plans to 
overhaul its educational 
programming to better rec- 
oncile and integrate those 
ties to slavery. 

The grant is one of $28.4 
million in grants for about 
240 projects nationwide. 
“We'll be able to address 
what | call the paradox of 
the Old North Church," said 
Nikki Stewart, executive 
director of the Old North 
Foundation, which is dis- 
tinct from the active Epis- 
copal congregation that 
still uses the site for religious 
services. ‘People see us as 
a symbol of liberty and in- 
dependence, but the real- 
ity is that the church ben- 
efitted from the enslave- 
ment of Africans." 

For example, the famous 
steeple was financed in 
part by the sale of log- 
wood, the harvesting of 
which was dependent on 
slave labor, she said. 


The church, built in 1723, 
is known to generations of 
schoolchildren as the place 
where in 1775 two lanterns 
in the steeple signaled that 
the British were heading to 
Concord and Lexington "by 
sea’ and set Paul Revere 
on the ride that ignited the 
American Revolution. 

The links to slavery have al- 
ways been known, but just 
how strong those ties were 
came fo light several years 
ago after the foundation 
started a program to high- 
light the connections of 
several congregants to the 
Colonial chocolate-mak- 
ing trade. 

One of those chocolatiers, 
it turned out, was Newark 
Jackson, who was also a 
sea captain and smuggler 
who trafficked in slaves. 
“That was really a punch in 
the gut to our whole orga- 
nization," Stewart said. 
Further research found that 


Jackson was killed during 
a mutiny aboard a ship in 
1743 that at the time was 
transporting 15 slaves, 13 of 
whom were children. 

Like most cultural organiza- 
tions, the Old North Founda- 
tion suffered greatly during 
the pandemic. The church 
welcomed about 150,000 
visitors in 2019. If shut down 
completely for a while, and 
Stewart estimates that cur- 
rent visitation is still only 
about half what it was. 

The grant will helo change 
the educational experi- 
ence in three ways: through 
the narratives the staff tells 
to visitors; through updated 
exhibits and interpretive 
signage; and through new 
online and digital program- 
ming designed for children. 
"It is our hope that through 
this plan that all Ameri- 
cans will be able fo see 
their stories in the Old North 
Church," Stewart said.)

BANGKOK (AP) — Iran con- 
tinues to produce uranium 
metal, which can be used 
in the production of a nu- 
clear bomb, the United 
Nation's atomic watchdog 
confirmed Tuesday, in a 
move that further compli- 
cates the possibility of reviv- 
ing a landmark 2015 deal 
with world powers on the 
lranian nuclear program. 

IN a report issued by the In- 
ternational Atomic Energy 
Agency in Vienna to mem- 
ber nations, Director Gen- 
eral Rafael Mariano Grossi 
said that his insoectors had 
confirmed on Saturday that 
lran had now produced 
200 grams of uranium met- 
al enriched up to 20%. 
Grossi had previously re- 
ported in February that his 
insoectors had confirmed 
that a small amount of ura- 
nium metal, 3.6 grams, had 
been produced at Iran's Is- 
fahan plant. 

The production of ura- 
nium metal is prohibited 
by the 2015 nuclear deal 
known as the Joint Com- 
orehensive Plan of Action, 
or JCPOA, which promises 
lran economic incentives

The U.S. unilaterally pulled 
out of the nuclear deal in

Since then, Tehran has 
been steadily increasing 
its violations of the deal to 
Out pressure on the other 
signatories to provide more 
incentives to lran to offset

U.S. pullout. 

The western Europeans, as 
well as Russia and China, 
have been working fo try to 
preserve the accord. 
President Joe Biden has 
said he is open to rejoin- 
ing the pact, but that Iran 
needs to return fo Its restric- 
tions, while Iran has insisted 
that the U.S. must drop alll 
sanctions. 

Months of talks have been 
held in Vienna with the 
remaining parties of the 
JCPOA shuttling between 
delegations from Iran and 
the U.S. 

The last round of talks end- 
ed in June with no date set 
for their resumption. 
Following the latest IAEA 
report on the increase in 
uranium metal produc- 
tion, U.S. State Department 
sookesman Ned Price said 
the move was “unconstruc- 
tive and inconsistent with 
a return to mutual compli- 
ance."

Alr raid sirens sound in 


JERUSALEM (AP) — Air raid 
sirens sounded in southern 
Israel on Monday after a 
rocket was fired from the 
Gaza Strip, the first since 
the 11-day war between 
Israel and Palestinian mili- 
tants in May. 

There was no immediate 
claim of responsibility for 
the rocket fire. It came 
hours after Israeli troops 
clashed with Palestinian 
gunmen during a late-night 
arrest raid in the occupied 
West Bank, killing four Pales- 
tinians in one of the dead- 
liest battles in the area in 
years. 

The Israeli military said in a 
statement that it identified 
one rocket launch that was 
intercepted by aerial de- 
fense batteries. Amateur 
video footage appeared 
to show the rocket being 
intercepted over the south- 
ern town of Sderot. 

The rocket fire could jeop- 
ardize three months of rela- 
tive calm since Israel and 


the militant group Hamas, 
which rules the Gaza Strio 
struck a cease-fire. 

In the clashes earlier, fight- 
ing erupted in Jenin, a city 
in the northern West Bank 
where tensions have been 
high since a man was killed 
in fighting with Israel earlier 
this month. 

Israel's paramilitary border 
police said its forces were 
attempting to arrest a sus- 
pect when they ‘came un- 
der heavy fire from close 
range" by a number of gun- 
men. It said Israeli forces re- 
turned fire, and none of its 
officers were injured. 

The official Palestinian news 
agency, WAFA, said four 
men were killed by Israeli 
fire and a fifth was seriously 
wounded. Amateur foot- 
age from the scene ap- 
peared to show an intense 
exchange of gunfire in the 
streets of Jenin. 

Senior Palestinian § official 
Hussein Al Sheikh accused 
Israel of "a heinous crime"

Hong Kong leader: Groups crossing ‘red lines’ should disband

HONG KONG (AP) — Hong 
Kong's leader Carrie Lam 
said Tuesday organiza- 
tions that cross "red lines’ 
and disregard national se- 
curity should disband and 
the government would not 
hesitate to cut ties with pro-

fessional groups that turn 
political. 

Authorities are conducting 
an ongoing crackdown on 
dissent in the city, arrest- 
iINg pro-democracy lead- 
ers and activists as Beijing 
seeks to keep Hong Kong 


in line after months of mass 
anti-government protests in 
2019. 

Lam made her comments 
after the Civil Human Rights 
Front, known for organizing 
annual July | protests and 
a key organizer of some of 
the biggest protests in 2019, 
said Sunday it could no 
longer operate due to the 
imprisonment of its leader 
Figo Chan and a loss of 
members. 

Its dissolution also came as 
Hong Kong police were re- 
portedly investigating the 
group for breaking the law, 
with a police commissioner 
saying in an interview with 
local media that the group 
had not formally registered 
with the government. 
Critics of Hong Kong's se- 
curity legislation say it rolls 
back freedoms promised 
to Hong Kong for 50 years 
when it was handed over 


by the British to mainland 
China in 1997. The legisla- 
tion criminalizes subversion, 
secession, terrorism and 
foreign collusion, and has 
been used to arrest over 
100 pro-democracy figures 
since it was implemented 
last June. 

"There is no absolute free- 
dom of an individual any- 
where in the world. You 
enjoy if in accordance 
with the law," Lam said at a 
regular news conference, 
adding that there were 
many organizations who 
do not accept that their 
behavior and speech are 
regulated by the city's na- 
tional security law imposed 
last June. 

‘In the past we have seen 
organizations and individu- 
als crossing these red lines. 
IN my. opinion, the only 
choice is at this time is dis- 
bandment,' she said. "So it's 


nothing to do with exercis- 
ing your right or your free- 
dom." 

Lam said that even if orga- 
nizations disband of their 
own volition, if does not 
absolve them of criminal 
liability if they are found 
to break the law. Law en- 
forcement agencies will 
continue fo collect evi- 
dence and _ investigate, 
and any breaches of the 
law will be prosecuted ac- 
cordingly, she said. 
Professional groups who 
deviate from their original 
ouroose and turn political 
will also be cut off from the 
Hong Kong government, 
she said. 

The government last month 
severed ties with the Profes- 
sional Teachers’ Union, the 
city's largest union for edu- 
cators. The union later dis- 
banded, citing a changing

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Tropical storm feeds growing ange In quake-stricken Haiti

LES CAYES, Haiti (AP) — 
Heavy rain from Tropical 
Storm Grace forced a 
temporary halt Tuesday to 
the Haitian government's 
resoonse to the deadly 
weekend earthquake, 
feeding the growing an- 
ger and frustration among 
thousands who were left 
homeless. 

Grace battered southwest- 
ern Haiti, which was hit hard- 
est by Saturday's quake, 
and officials warned some 
areas could get 15 inches 
(38 centimeters) of rain be- 
fore the storm moved on. 
Intermittent rain fell in the 
earthquake-damaged city 
of Les Caves and in the 
capital of Port-au-Prince. 
The storm hit late Monday, 
the same day that Haiti's 
Civil Protection Agency 
raised the death toll from 
the earthquake to 1,419 
and the number of injured 
to 6,000, many of whom 
have had to wait for medi- 
cal help lying outside in 
wilting heat. 

Patience was running out in 
the Western Hemisphere's 
poorest nation. Haitians al- 
ready were struggling with 
the coronavirus, gang vio- 
lence, worsening poverty 
and the July 7 assassination 
of President Jovenel Moise 
when the quake hit. 

Bodies continued to be 
oulled from the rubble, and 
the smell of death hung 
heavily over a pancaked, 
three-story apartment 
building. A simple bed 
sheet covered the body 
of a 3-year-old girl that fire- 
fighters had found an hour 
earlier. 

Neighbor Joseph Boyer, 53, 
said he knew the girl's fam- 
ily. 

"The mother and father are 
in the hospital, but all three 
kids died," he said. The bod- 
ies of the other two siblings 


were found earlier. 
Illustrating the lack of gov- 
ernment presence, volun- 
teer firefighters from the 
nearby city of Cap-Hatien 
had left the body out in 
the rain because police 
have to be present before 
it could be taken away. 
Another neighbor, James 
Luxama, 24, repeated a 
popular rumor at many di- 
saster scenes, saying that 
someone was sending text 
messages for help from in- 
side the rubble. But Luxama 
had not personally seen or 
received such a message. 
A throng of angry, shout- 
ing men gathered in front 
of the collapsed building, 
a sign that patience was 
running out for people who 
have waited days for help 
from the government. 

‘The photographers come 
through, the press, but we 
have no tarps for our roofs," 
said one man, who refused 
to give his name. The head 
of Haiti's office of civil pro- 
tection Jerry Chandler ac- 
knowledged the situation. 
Earthquake assessments 
had to be paused be- 
cause of the heavy rain, 
"and people are getting 
aggressive,’ Chandler said 
Tuesday. 

Some children were. or- 
ohaned in the quake and 
some youngsters were 
starting to go hungry, said 
Carl-Henry Petit-Frere, a 
field manager for Save the 
Children, which said in a 
statement that if was dis- 
tributing what it could to 
people living on the streets 
without protection from the 
wind and rain. 

‘| see children crying on the 
street, people asking us for 
food, but we are low on 
food ourselves as well, Pe- 
tit-Frere said, adding that 
children were warned not 
to go info houses because 
they could collapse. "The 
organizations that are here 
are doing what they can, 
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Earthquake-displaced people are exposed to the elements the

but we need more supplies. 
Food, clean water and 
shelter are needed most, 
and we need them fast." 
About 20. soldiers finally 
showed up fo help rescu- 
ers at the collapsed apart- 
ment building. 

The lack of adequate aid 
was made more apparent 
by the fact that the only 
helo that arrived was from 
poorly equipped = volun- 
teers. 

"All we have are sledge- 
hammers and hands. That's 
the plan," said Canadian 
volunteer Randy Lodder, 
director of the Adoration 
Christian School in Haiti. 
Sarah Charles, assistant 
administrator for the USS. 
Agency for International 
Development's Bureau for 
Humanitarian — Assistance, 
said its disaster resoonse 
teams were forced fo sus- 
pend operations as the 
storm arrived Monday, but 
members were back Tues- 
day to assess its impact 
and continue helping. 

"We do not anticipate that 
the death toll related to 
this earthquake will be any- 
where near the 2010 earth- 
quake, where more than 
200,000 people were killed," 
Charles told reporters.

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Global sizzling: July was hottest month 
on record, NOAA says

Earth sizzled in July and be- 
came the hottest month in 
142 years of recordkeep- 
ing, U.S. weather officials 
announced. 

As extreme heat waves 
struck parts of the United 
States and Europe, the 
globe averaged 62.07 de- 
grees (16.73 degrees Cel- 
sius) last month, beating 
out the previous record set 
in July 2016 and tied again 
IN 2019 and 2020. the Na- 
tional Oceanic and Atmo- 
soheric Administration said 
Friday. The margin was just 
02 degrees (.01 Celsius), 
The last seven Julys, from 
2015 to 2021, have been 
the hottest seven Julys on 
record, said NOAA clima- 
tologist Ahira Sanchez- 
Lugo. Last month was 1.67 
degrees (0.93 degrees Cel- 
sius) warmer than the 20th 
century average for the 
month. 

"In this case first place is the 
worst place to be,” NOAA 
Administrator Rick Spinrad 
said in a press release. ‘This 
new record adds to the dis- 
turbing and disruptive path 
that climate change has 
set for the globe." 

"This is climate change," 
said Pennsylvania State 
University climate scientist 
Michael Mann. "It is an ex- 
clamation mark on a sum- 


mer of unprecedented 
heat, drought, wildfires and 
flooding." 


Earlier this week, a presti- 
gious United Nations sci- 
ence panel warned of 
worsening climate change 
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caused by the burning of 
coal, oil and natural gas 
and other human activity. 
Warming on land in west- 
ern North America and in 
parts of Europe and Asia 
really drove the record- 
setting heat, Sanchez-Lugo 
said. While the worldwide 
temperature was barely 
higher than the record, 
what shattered it was 
land temperature over the 
Northern Hemisphere, she 
said. 

Northern Hemisphere tem- 
peratures were a third of a 
degree (.19 degrees Cel- 
sius) higher than the previ- 
ous record set in July 2012, 
which for temperature re- 
cords is "a wide margin," 
Sanchez-Lugo said. 

July is the hottest month of 
the year for the globe, so 
this is also the hottest month 


on record. 

One factor helping the 
world bake this summer is 
a natural weather cycle 
called the Arctic Oscilla- 
tion, sort of a cousin to El 
Nino, which in its positive 
ohase is associated with 
more warming, the NOAA 
climatologist said. 

Even with a scorching July 
and a nasty June, this year 
so far is only the sixth warm- 
est on record. That's mostly 
because 2021 started cool- 
er than recent years due 
to a La Nina cooling of the 
central Pacific that often 
reduces the global femper- 
ature average, Sanchez- 
Lugo said. 

"One month by itself does 
not say much, but that this 
was a La Nina year and we 
still had the warmest tem- 
oeratures on record ... fits 
with the pattern of what 
we have been seeing for 
most of the last decade 
now," said University of llli- 
nois meteorology professor 
Donald Wuebbles. 

While the world set a re- 
cord in July, the United 
States only tied for its 13th 
hottest July on record. Even 
though California, Nevada, 
Oregon and Washington 
had their hottest Julys, 
slightly cooler than  nor- 
mal months in Texas, Okla- 
homa, Kansas, Arkansas, 
Missouri, Alabama, Maine, 
Vermont and New Hamp- 
shire kept the nation from 
approaching record heat 
levels.L]

Adam Driver on singing, surrealism and ‘Annette’

CANNES, France (AP) — In 
Leos Carax's ‘Annette, an 
enchantingly demented 
rock opera, Adam Driver 
sings IN some very strange 


places. On a motorcycle. 


At sea. In the middle of 
lovemaking. 
Since its premiere _ last 


month at the Cannes Film 
Festival, “Annette” has pre- 
dictably caused a stir. As 
you might suspect, opinions 
tend to differ on absurdist- 
yet-sincere 140-minute mvu- 
sicals of elaborate melo- 
drama scored by Sparks 
(the pop duo Ron and Rus- 
sell Mael) and co-starring 
a glowing baby (the titular 
Annette) rendered in the 
form of a pUppe+t. 

And yet, if anyone can 
agree on anything in "An- 
nette,” it's that Driver is real- 
ly good in If. Extraordinary, 
even. For an actor prone to 
launching himself fully into 
the visions of filmmakers, 
it's maybe a new pinnacle 
of rigorous commitment. 
In even the most out-there 
parts of "Annette," Driver is 
ferociously dedicated and 
intensely physical. He goes 
all in. And those more un- 
usual places for song, like in 
the middle of oral sex¢ An- 
other new experience. 

"It feels very singular," says 
Driver. "Like: | won't be do- 
ing this again" — and then 
he chuckles — "most likely." 
Driver sooke in an_inter- 
view on a hotel balcony 
overlooking the Mediter- 
ranean during his brief stay 
in Cannes. Immediately af- 
ter sharing a cigarette with 
Carax during the standing 
ovation for "Annette" at its 
premiere, he flew out to 
return to shooting "White 
Noise" in Ohio with Noah 
Baumbach. His head, Driv- 
er said, was fully immersed 
in "White Noise." 

But "Annette" is some- 
thing different for even the 
eclectic Driver. He signed 
on to If seven years ago af- 
ter Carax, the French film- 
maker of the blissfully bon- 
kers ‘Holy Motors, contact- 
ed him having only seen 
him in "Girls." 

"I've been talking about 
this movie for seven years," 
Driver says. "So there Is also 
a sense of relief just hav-

ing someone watching it, 
somewhere. I'm relieved it 
will be out." 

"Annette, which ts in the- 
afters now and_ debuts 
Aug. 20 on Amazon Prime. 
In it, Driver plays a_ fa- 
mous stand-up comedian 
named Henry McHenry 
who performs a_ sinister, 
ohysical show dubbed "The 
Ape of God," while clad in 
a boxing robe. (Driver mod- 
eled his movements on a 
gorilla's.) His wife is Ann De- 
frasnoux (Marion Cotillard), 
an equally famous opera 
singer. Each night, Henry 
"kills' his audience while 
Ann saves them by dying 
at the end of each perfor- 
mance. 

The mix of Carax's and 
Sparks’ sensibilities are hard 
to describe, but everything 
in "Annette" is heightened, 
surreal, self-aware — ex- 
cept for the performances. 
“Even if it feels surreal, | can't 
play surreal," says Driver. 
Ron Mael told reporters in 
Cannes that discussions 
with Carax began very 


early on about the movie's 
tone. ‘It's kind of a shared 
belief that the characters 
should be sincere in what 
they're saying, that they 


shouldn't be distanced," 
said Mael, ‘That's really 
important and separate 


from so many other kinds of 
modern musicals." 

The movie opens with the 
Maels themselves leading 
Carax and company in 
a march out of a record- 
ing studio while singing "So 
May We Start?" But from 
that point on, the perfor- 
mances have no hint of a 
wink. When the romance 
turns dark after the birth 
of the marionette Annette 
— gifted right away with a 
beautiful singing voice — 
the movie slides into trag- 
edy and, maybe, into the 
heart of artistic creation. 
Justin Chang for The Los 
Angeles Times wrote that 
the movie "belongs to Driv- 
er,” and that he ‘has rarely 
appeared more impos- 
ing in his physicality, more 
bottomless in his capacity 
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for rage and deceit." Eric 
Kohn, for IndieWire, called 
Driver "a deranged force of 
nature... 

For the first time, Driver is a 
oroducer. He stayed with 
"Annette,, even though it 
meant waiting seven years 
— the length of his entire 
“Star Wars" run. 

"When somebody like that 
wants you to do a movie, 
it's like how do you not? It's 
SO Obvious. | only try to do 
things that are no-brainers 
in my mind," says Driver. "I 
haven't always followed 
my own advice. 

But it has to be so obvi- 
ous. Do you want to work 
with the Coen brothers? 
Yes, obviously. Or Scorsese 
where it's going to be in 
Japan? Sure, of course. So 
this was easy to stay com- 
mitted to." 

Driver was particularly en- 
amored with Carax's cel- 
ebrated 2012 fantasy "Holy 
Motors," which like "“An- 
nette" is about imagination 
and the nature of perfor- 
mance. 


"In all his movies, it seems 
like his actors have such 
freedom — which turned 
out to be true," Driver says. 
“He's also good at balanc- 
ing that with incredible 
choreography. He likes fo 
cherry pick details of im- 
pulses and then suddenly 
he's choreographing a 
dance. When | watch his 
movies, they seem like free- 
dom." 

Driver tends to be more at 
ease talking about the di- 
rectors he works with than 
his own acting. About 
Carax he describes the di- 
rector's notes as soft spo- 
ken, “almost whispers." Af- 
ter a scene, Driver would 
sometimes realize Carax 
had acted it alongside him, 
and was now out of breath. 
But as for what Driver clings 
to personally in "Annette"? 
"| don't know myself. | to- 
tally get lost in the minutia 
of filmmaking, the techni- 
cal aspects of it," he says. 
“What it amounts to or what 
it means or what the movie 
is for me, | don't analyze of- 
Ten. 

Driver sings almost the en- 
tire time in "Annette," a 
performance that follows 
on the footsteps of his Os- 
car-nominated turn in Ba- 
uUmbach's "Marriage Story," 
which reached a stunning 
climax with Driver's char- 
acter singing "Being Alive" 
from Steven Sondheim's 
“Company. Before that, 
Driver's musical debut was 
more tongue-in-cheek, as 
part of the recording ses- 
sion of "Please Mr. Kenne- 
dy" in the Coen brothers’ 
“Inside Llewyn Davis." 

‘| dont have any plans nor 
not necessarily no interest 
to sing again in movies. | al- 
ways love it in movies," says 
Driver. "People do sing in 
life — | mean, burst into the 
song. But we don't com- 
municate through song. In 
a way, it feels more appro- 
priate. There is something 
more vulnerable about it." 
But Driver, who was a Ma- 
rine before dedicating him- 
self to acting, is aware of 
the more bonkers dimen- 
sions of "Annette." How has 
he been describing it to 
friends and family? 

He laughs. "It's just your run- 
of-the-mill fantasy musical 
about a baby."

NEW YORK (AP) — The "Wel- 
come to New York" signs 
decorating the outside of 
Madison Square Garden 
and hanging behind him 
were nice, though unnec- 
essary. 

Kemba Walker needs no in- 
troduction around here. 
He's a New York native 
who was already playing 
at Madison Square Garden 
in high school and made a 
memorable buzzer-beater 
during a historic Big East 
tournament run while play- 
ing for Connecticut. 

Now he gets to see what he 
can do while playing there 
for the New York Knicks. 

It's going to be better," 
Walker said. "Ten times bet- 
Ter.” 

The Knicks held a news 
conference Tuesday to an- 
nounce the additions of 
Walker and Evan Fournier, 
his teammate last season 
with the Boston Celtics who 
was acquired in a sign- 
and-trade deal. 

Fournier, like many around 
the NBA, called Madison 
Square Garden his favorite 
arena. But few players — 


Knicks or otherwise — can 
match Walker's history in 
the building. 

The highlight video mon- 
tage that played before 
the start of the news con- 
ference included Walker's 
step-back jumper to beat 
Pittsburgh in the quarter- 
finals of the 2011 Big East 
tourney, when he led the 
Huskies to a stunning stretch 
of five wins in five days. 
"That was just a special, 
soecial run," Walker said. 
They followed it by winning 
the NCAA championship, 
with Walker the Most Out- 
standing Player. He went 
on to play eight seasons 
with the Charlotte Hornets 
and thought there was a 
chance he would sign with 
the Knicks in 2019 as a free 
agent before instead go- 
ing to Boston. 

Now, a decade after he 
lit up the arena, the arena 
was lit up with his picture. 

"| think everything is per- 
fect. Everything,” Walker 
said. "Perfect timing." 

It happened after the Celt- 
ics traded him to Oklahoma 
City in June. Walker agreed 
to a buyout so he could sign 
elsewhere, though said the

Tim Tebow's comeback story ends with Jaguars cutting him

JACKSONVILLE, Fla. (AP) 
— Tim Tebow's comeback 
and NFL career are over. 
The Jacksonville Jaguars 
waived Tebow on Tuesday, 
parting with the 2007 Heis- 
man Trophy winner who 
switched from quarterback 
to tight end in hopes of re- 
juvenating his pro football 
career. 

“We knew that was an 
Uphill battle for Tim," said 
coach Urban Meyer, who 
recruited Tebow to nearby 
Florida. "Players loved him, 
locker room loved him, but 
it was the right thing (to 
do)." 

Tebow's blocking ranged 
from awkward to awful in 
Jacksonville's oreseason 
opener against Cleveland 
on his 34th birthday. The 
polarizing player went viral 
for two botched attempts 
on the opening drive of 
the third quarter Saturday 
night, the second one more 
egregious than the first. 
"He has a bunch of good 
plays but cant have a 
bad play at that position,” 
said Meyer, who spoke to 
Tebow about the roster de- 
cision Monday night and 
again Tuesday morning. 
Tebow also failed to record 
a catch against the Browns 
and got no snaps on spe- 
cial teams. Meyer said 
Tebow's play lacked con- 
sistency, especially in tack- 
ling. And if Tebow were go- 
ing to make Jacksonville's 
53-man roster, he needed 
to be a special feams con- 
tributor. 

Meyer said he expects this

to be the end of Tebow's 
playing career. 

"| would guess It Is,, Meyer 
said. "We didnt get that 
deep with It. Obviously he's 
his own man, elite warrior, 
elite competitor. But he's 
also 34 years old." 

Tebow was shielded from 
the media circus that fol- 
lowed him during other NFL 
stoops and never publicly 
addressed his return after 
nearly six years away from 
the game. The Jacksonville 
native resoonded on Twit- 
ter and thanked his home- 
town team for a chance. 
“Thankful for the highs and 
even the lows, the oppor- 
tunities, and the setbacks," 
Tebow wrote. ‘lve never 
wanted to make decisions

out of fear of failure and I'm 
grateful for the chance to 
have pursued a dream." 
Tebow opened — training 
camp as Jacksonville's 
fourth- or fifth-string tight 
end after switching posi- 
tions this year. He was trying 
to return to the NFL after 
soending the previous five 
years in the New York Mets’ 
organization. He hit .223 
with 18 home runs and 107 
RBIs while never making it 
to the big leagues. 

He asked Meyer for a tryout 
after retiring from baseball 
in January. Meyer obliged 
and ended up giving him 
a one-year contract worth 
$920,000, the minimum 
for a player with three ac- 
crued NFL seasons. The low- 


risk deal included no guar- 
anteed money, so Tebow 
had to make the team to 
eam a dime. 

And that was always the 
Uncertain part. Jackson- 
vile entered camp with 
three tight ends essentially 
locked into roster spots: 
run-blocking specialist Chris 
Manhertz, fellow veteran 
James O'Shaughnessy and 
fifth-round draft pick Luke 
Farrell. 

Former and current NFL 
players criticized Meyer 
for giving Tebow a roster 
soot and pointed out a 
number of more deserv- 
ing tight ends on the street. 
But many of Tebow's team- 
mates welcomed him with 
open arms. 

"It's still so Cool," said quar- 
terback Gardner Minshew, 
who wears No. 15 because 
he grew up idolizing Tebow. 
‘| mean, every time | throw 
to him, | just smile. That's like 
my favorite thing. But it's 
like, it's Unbelievable. You 
hear bigger-than-life stories 
about the dude and It's all 
real. It's Unbelievable. Truly 
bigger-than-life-tyoe per- 
son, so it's been really awe- 
some to be around him." 
Tebow flashed early during 
organized team activities 
and rarely dropped balls 
thrown his way. But once 
camp began and players 
donned full pads, Tebow 
faded. It quickly became 
clear that Tebow was less 
of a pass-catching option 
than Tyler Davis, a_ sixth- 
round selection in 2020, 
and second-year pro Ben 
Ellefson.

His blocking woes and lack 
of experience on special 
teams made Meyer's déeci- 
sion a relatively easy one. 
‘It's special teams," Meyer 
said. "This whole roster man- 
agement is really critical as 
we journey here through 
the next two weeks. Two of 
the special teams phases 
are tackling, and he's nev- 
er tackled. ... We expect 
to be very good on special 
teams. Tight end and ftalil- 
back, if you can't contrib- 
ute on special teams, that's 
a tough go." 

Tebow helped Meyer and 
the Gators win two national 
Championships while be- 
coming one of the most 
recognizable athletes in 
college sports. 

Denver selected Tebow 
with the 25th overall pick 
in the first round in 2010. He 
led the Broncos to a playoff 
victory in his second sea- 
son, but his long windup 
and inaccuracy led to a 
short NFL career. He spent 
time with the Broncos, the 
New York Jets, New Eng- 
land and Philadelphia. 

His last meaningful game 
came with the Jets in 2012. 
The Eagles cut him follow- 
ing training camp in 2015, 
with then-coach Chip Kelly 
saying Tebow wasn't good 
enough to be Philly's No. 3 
QB.
